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Architects/Lawyers 
provide some answers 


In May the BSA inaugurated a unique 
program called “Ask an Architect/Lawyer” 
with local architects/lawyers Chuck Heuer 
AIA and Tim Twomey AIA. It was a hit and 
this is now a quarterly program. Both 
Heuer and Twomey are architects/lawyers 
(or lawyers/architects) and both are 
unusually knowledgeable about construc- 
tion law. 


This is an informal seminar/question and 
answer session on September 19 and 
focuses on professional practice issues, 
professional service contracts, professional 
liability insurance, liability and risk- 
avoidance and other legal issues of signifi- 
cance to architects. Discussion will revolve 
about design and construction law issues, 
documents, services, contracts, etc. and is 
not an attempt to provide one-on-one legal 
advice.

Engineers acquire 
Bulfinch building on 
Beacon Hill 


Boston's dynamic and generous engineer- 
ing profession has purchased the Phillips 
Winthrop House at One Walnut Street on 
Beacon Hill. The building was designed in 
1804 by Charles Bulfinch. The Engineering 
Center Education Trust (an organization 
representing the American Consulting 
Engineers Council of New England, The 
Boston Society of Civil Engineers/ASCE 
and the Massachusetts Association of 
Land Surveyors and Civil Engineers) 
reports that it purchased this extraordinary 
building for $2.95 million. “This historic 
building,” according to Trust chairman 
Melvin Jones, P.E., “will serve as a 
resource not only for engineers, surveyors 
and allied professionals, but for the 
general public as well.” Harl Aldrich, P.E., 
chairman of the engineers’ fund-raising 
committee, reports that over $1 million in 
pledges have been received thus far 
toward the acquisition of this 10,500-s.f. 
brick building, which will serve as head- 
quarters for the engineering community. 
The engineering profession also was 
instrumental in Boston architects’ acquisi- 
tion of The Architects Building — engineers 
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contributed over $200,000 in cash and 
services to the architects’ efforts.

Group seeks urban 
industrial revival without 
smokestacks 


Two years ago, under the quiet and deft 
leadership of Manjeet Tangri AIA (above 
left) and Alan Nagle AIA (above right), a 
group of Boston architects and allied pro- 
fessionals began to meet regularly to 
address the myriad and often controversial 
issues surrounding urban industrial 
development. The group's interst was in 
not only examining and promoting new 
industrial development in Boston, but also 
in creating the educational framework ne- 
cesary for residents to understand the 
implications of such development. This 
group, now called the Urban Industrial De- 
velopment Committee, designed and ran 
last year's BSA symposium on this issue — 
“Does Boston Lose When Industry 
Leaves?” — at the Boston Public Library. 
This fall, the Committee hosts a Build 
Boston workshop on “Litigation vs. 
mitigation — industrial development in the 
inner city.” The goal is to keep the discus- 
sion of industrial development going and to 
raise the level of that discussion. The 
Committee's workshops and symposia 
serve to raise public awareness while they 
also serve as seedbeds of ideas for new 
mixed-use industrial development.

Accessibility and 
adaptability legislation is 
complex 


As most members of the design commu- 
nity are aware, several new laws have 
gone into effect within the past year having 
to do with accessibility and adaptability (of 
housing). the most significant of these are 
Chapter 722 of the Acts of 1989 (a.k.a. 
“the Housing Bill of Rights”) and the 
Federal Fair Housing Amendments Act of 
1988. Many of us have tried to understand 
these pieces of legislation and their 
impacts on housing design and it's 
probably fair to say that most such 
attempts have led to frustration and 
confusion, particularly regarding compari- 
sons with each other and existing regula- 
tions such as the Massachusetts Architec- 
tural Access Board regulations and ANSI 
A117.1. Two groups are grappling with 
these new laws (and eventually with 
others, such as the Americans with 
Disabilities Act, signed into law by Presi- 
dent Bush on July 26). 


The first group is a special interdisciplinary 
task force/committee, convened under the 
aegis of MHFA and chaired by Peter 
Steffian FAIA, which includes representa- 
tives of AAB, OHA, BSA, EOCD and other 
groups such as homebuilders. It has been 
meeting since the Winter and is dealing 
both with the immediate impacts of the 
regulations and the longer-term conse- 
quences, with particular emphasis on 
MHFA's housing development programs. 


The second entity is one of its subcommit- 
tees, focusing on the design implications 
of the two principal laws listed above. We 
hope to be able soon to issue, as a public 
service, a simple guide to the applicability 
of the various laws, probably a Chapter- 
Letter insert. 


In short, the goal of both statutes is to 


make an increasing percentage of newly- 
constructed housing stock adaptable to 
accommodate changes in a resident's 
health, family status and/or age. In some 
aspects, this goal will, in fact, supplement 
some existing accessibility requirements. 
Both laws deal solely with housing and 
only with new construction. The portions of 
the laws that deal with existing housing 
stock give new rights to tenants to request 
and receive modifications to their units, 
usually at the expense of the owner. 
However, projects being rehabbed do not 
fall under either law.

Board of Registration 
issues clarifying bulletin 
on the practice of 
architecture 


In May the Massachusetts Board of 
Registration of Architects issued a General 
Information Bulletin designed to summa- 
rize and clarify the key elements of the 
Massachusetts laws governing the practice 
of architecture. 


Included in the bulletin are the following 
key points: 


* No person may use the titles “archi- 
tect, registered architect, licensed archi- 
tect, architectural designer, or any form of 
the words architect or architectural or 
display or use any such words, titles, 
signs, etc.” until that person “has given 
evidence of satisfactory completion of 
certain education and practical experience 
requirements, has passed a qualifying 
examination, and has been issued a 
license to practice architecture” in Massa- 
chusetts. 


+ Massachusetts law requires an 
architect for the preparation of plans and 
specifications and for the administration of 
construction for all buildings, including 
alterations and enlargements as well as 
new buildings, unless the structure 
contains fewer than 35,000 cubic feet of 
enclosed space, is a single- or two-family 
house or accessory building for such 
structure, is used for farm purposes, 
alteration of any building not involving sub- 
stantial and major structural changes, or is 
only the preparation of detailed plans or 
shop drawings required by a contractor 
ordinarily engaged in construction work. 


* The law defines architectural services 
as including consultation, investigation, 
studies, preparation of plans and specifica- 
tions, coordination of consulting engineers’ 
designs, administration of construction 
contracts, and any similar services 
provided in whole or in part. 


* The law states that any organization 
—a sole proprietor, partnership, or 
corporation — that practices architecture 
must have among its partners, directors or 
officers a person who is licensed to 
practice in the Commonwealth and under 
whose direction the various architectural 
services are performed. 


+ The Board of Registration is author- 
ized to revoke, suspend or annul an 
architect's license and may reprimand, 
censure, or discipline a licensed practitio- 
ner who, after appropriate hearings, is 
found to have violated the Common- 
wealth's laws and regulations governing 


the practice of architecture. The Board 
may report such violations to the Attorney 
General and violators are subject to fines 
and imprisonment.

In related news, Marc Hershman AIA 
writes to remind us that New Jersey has 
taken a very aggressive position on the 
practice of architecture. As reported in a 
variety of publications recently, New 
Jersey's architectural and engineering 
licensing bureaus, which fall under the 
Department of Consumer Affairs, have 
been working with both professions for the 
past five years to resolve the turf issues 
that often place architects and engineers 
at odds. New Jersey's resolution, worked 
out by engineers and architects, specifi- 
cally allows architects to design all types of 
buildings and allows engineer's to design 
building projects that are ancillary to an 
engineering project as long as the engi- 
neer's design work does not exceed 10% 
of the building's total floor area or 2,000 
square feet, whichever is greater. Engi- 
neers also are permitted to design power 
plants, transportation systems, telephone 
exchanges, sewage or water treatment 
plants, and similar industrial facilities. A 
joint committee of architects and engineers 
was established to monitor the new law 
and serve as mediator between the two 
professions. Massachusetts law specifi- 
cally notes that “the practice of architecture 
does not include the practice of engineer- 
ing except as that work is incidental to the 
practice of architecture.” Readers inter- 
ested in working with the BSA's Profes- 
sional Practice Committee and Legislative 
Affairs Committee on the revision of 
Massachusetts law governing the practice 
of architecture should call Charles Heuer 
Esq., AIA (628-6363, Professional Prac- 
tice) or Stan Martin Esq.

“Kids’ Visions 1990” 
comes alive in catalogue 


Pictured above is the possible renovation 
of the third floor and an inner courtyard of 
Quincy's Point-Webster Elementary School 
as designed by the students in that school. 
This is one of a dozen projects pictured in 
a remarkably delightful catalogue that 
documents the BSA's curriculum enrich- 
ment program conducted in conjunction 
with the Quincy Public Schools. 


Conceived and led by nonpareil Boston 
architect Roger Goldstein AIA (who also 
designed and edited the catalogue), “Kids' 
Visions 1990” brought almost two dozen 
architects and allied designers into the 
Quincy school system to work in 14 ele- 
mentary and middle schools with princi- 
pals, art teachers, social studies teachers 
and language arts teachers “to engage 
students, teachers and parents in a 
process of imagining the growth and devel- 
opment of a particular site in their city or 
neighborhood" in order “to develop 
sensitivity to the value of good urban and 
architectural design and its impact on our 
lives.” The process, which ranged from 
two to four months during the Winter/ 
Spring semester of 1990, was documented 
by video and that documentation is 
available through the Quincy Art Depart- 
ment. Copies of the Kids' Visions work- 
book, which includes the catalogue of 
images, are available from the BSA for 
$7.50 ($5.00 for BSA members); Massa- 
chusetts residents add 5% sales tax.

Sales tax prevails 


Despite the hard work of our legislative 
agent and the hundreds of letters, tele- 
phone calls and telegrams sent by scores 
of BSA members to the State House, 
Governor Dukakis signed into law, on July 
19, a ground-breaking tax on professional 
services. The BSA Board opposed the tax 
as discriminatory (it exempts many 
professionals); however, many architects 
supported it. Due to the pressure from a 
variety of businesses affected by the 
statute, including members of the architec- 
tural community, the language of the bill 
was Crafted to reflect several important 
concerns. These are outlined in the article 
by Stan Martin below. Currently, the BSA 
is working closely with the Department of 
Revenue to structure the methods of 
collection and clarify the intent of the law 
as it applies to the architectural profession. 
Later in the Fall, the BSA is offering 
workshops with a question-&-answer 
format to address the major concerns that 
arise as a result of this tax law. In the in-

As all readers must know by now, the 
Governor signed a new tax bill in July that 
includes a tax on various services, 
including architectural and engineering 
services, to go along with the present tax 
on sales of goods. 


The new service tax bill calls for a 5% tax 
on architectural services provided to 
businesses. The tax is imposed only upon 
amounts charged in excess of $20,000 per 
calendar year to a particular business. The 
tax will be imposed upon receipts (as 
opposed to billings). For services per- 
formed over an extended period of time 
(i.e., most architectural services), payment, 
for tax purposes, will be deemed to occur 
at the time payment is received by the 
architect. Services for out-of-state projects 
may be subject to the tax if the client is 
located within Massachusetts or if the 
client's business is conducted primarily in 
Massachusetts. The service tax is as- 
sessed on 18 different areas of services, 
as identified by SIC codes. According to a 
report published in The Boston Globe, 
those 18 categories cover almost 600 
different types of services. 


The Massachusetts Department of 
Revenue (DOR) is drafting the regulations 
to deal with issues such as what consti- 
tutes a “business,” how the $20,000 per 
year is to be aggregated and, perhaps, to 
provide more detail on how and when 
payments are to be made. A group of BSA 
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members, in conjunction with the Legisla- 
tive Affairs Committee and attorneys from 
Gadsby & Hannah, are meeting with the 
DOR to help articulate the language and 
scope of the regulations. 


By a 4-3 decision, the Massachusetts 
Supreme Judicial Court has determined 
that the new tax on services is constitu- 
tional. Reportedly, almost 50 trade 
associations filed amicus curiae (friends- 
of-the-court) briefs supporting or opposing 
the service tax bill. The focus of the 
argument on all sides was whether the 
phrase in the Massachusetts constitution 
permitting an excise (or sales) tax on 
“produce, goods, wares, merchandise or 
commodities” could be interpreted to 
extend to services. The decision of the 
majority of the Court was that services that 
could be regulated by the government 
(even if they are not presently being regu- 
lated) are commodities. Most of the older 
cases cited by the Court, many of which 
dated to the 1800s, permitted the Legisla- 
ture to issue an excise tax upon business 
activities that were conducted pursuant to 
a “franchise”, or a permit, from the State. 
Thus, if a corporation was permitted to 
exist only by reason of State law, then an 
excise tax could be properly levied on the 
value of the corporation. In the recent 
opinion, then, the majority of the Court 
expanded this view to hold that anything 
that could be regulated was thus a com- 
modity. The dissenting opinion noted, on 
the other hand, that the reasoning of the 
majority would leave the Constitutional 
provision limiting the power to impose 
excise taxes “virtually without meaning,” 
since just about any activity could be 
subject to regulation by the State in some 
manner. 


The court's opinion was limited to whether 
services can be considered “commodities”, 
which is the term in the Massachusetts 
Constitution that is most applicable. As the 
Court did not address any of the other 
many issues that could have been raised, 
it is likely various professions will continue 
to contest the constitutionality of the 
service tax bill. 


The portion of the bill assessing a tax on 
services is effective December 1, 1990. 
The Department of Revenue will issue 
regulations in the meantime. Without 
doubt, there will be additional challenges 
to the bill, which may come before or after 
the DOR regulations are implemented.

MOSES’ eleventh 
commandment? 


On the ballot this Fall will be an initiative 
petition that could drastically curtail State 
service and force the hiring of a large 
number of additional State employees. The 
petition, sponsored by the Massachusetts 
Organization of State Engineers and 
Scientists (MOSES), would tie expendi- 
tures on State consultants (03 and 07 
budget lines) to a percentage of each 
State agency's salary budget. Since 
passage of this petition would cripple 
government services in many different 
areas by drastically and immediately cur- 
tailing vital services now provided by con- 
sultants, a number of industry associa- 
tions, including the BSA, has coalesced to 
oppose the petition. 


The objective of MOSES apparently was to 
increase State employee roles (and rolls) 
by reducing current consultant use, par- 
ticularly with respect to the DPW and the 
Central Artery project. However, the first 
major problem with the petition is that it 
defines consultants to include almost any 
non-governmental employee who is 
providing a service to the State or to any of 
the various State authorities. This definition 
includes home health care providers, 
housing security officers, temporary 
educational assistance personnel and, of 
course, architecture, engineering and 
planning professionals. There have been 
estimates that as many as 40,000 new 
State employees would have to be hired in 


order to provide the services presently 
provided by such consultants. 


Although the original intent of MOSES may 
have been to reduce the use of engineer- 
ing consultants, the proposed law also 
doesn't make any distinction between 
capital and operating budgets. That means 
that human service providers would be cut 
along with consultants in the areas of 
education, environmental affairs, and 
housing. Oft-cited examples of consultants 
who would be affected are the private 
security patrols hired by the many public 
housing authorities and the snowplowing 
services engaged in Winter. Passage of 
this petition would also have a disastrous 
effect on all State building projects since 
the hiring of feasibility study designers and 
design architects would be drastically 
curtailed. 


The Coalition to Protect Vital State 
Services is presently seeking contributions 
for the immediate campaign to fight the 
initiative petition. Unlike a general election 
campaign, there are no limitations on the 
amount that a corporation or individual can 
donate to a petition organization. The 
coalition is presently setting up office 
space in Boston and more information will 
be provided as the campaign develops.

Do we need to redefine 
design? 


“In the light of the apparent exhaustion of 
international modernism and its post- 
modern alternatives and in face of the 
increasing difficulties of civilized, social 
living (the impoverishment of the natural

| wish to respond to the letter [from] Papesch 
Associates [that] appeared in the June 
ChapterLetter. . . As my office has not received 
any specific complaint and as the article did not 
identify the city or town involved, | can only 
address the “general case” described in the 
letter. 


The Manufactured Building Program, as 


administered by the Board of Building Regula- 
tions and Standards (BBRS) and enforced by 
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the Department of Public Safety, contains a 
series of safeguards in its procedures to ensure 
the conformance to Code in both the manufac- 
ture and installation of manufactured units. 
These requirements include (among others) the 
requirement of stamped plans for a// structures 
including single-family dwellings (which is 
neither a requirement of the registration laws nor 
of the Code for “stick built” single-family 
residences), review of all plans by an inspection 
agency (which is also responsible for in-plant 
inspection) as well as plan review by the 
Department of Public Safety, and specific local 
permitting requirements (including those of 
Section 127, Construction Control, when 
required). These requirements have been part 
of the regulations since the beginning of the 
program and have been the subject of numer- 
ous local inspector training seminars and 
CODEWORD (the newsletter of the BBRS) 
articles. For these reasons, | take great 
exception to the statement, “This procedure 
complicates the approval process and opens the 
door to neither of the two review agencies 
feeling responsible for a// public safety issues 
involved.” 


It is precisely because the required procedures 
were not followed that the situation described in 
the letter could happen. | submit that the failure 
of the parties concerned to comply with the 
requirements of the Code should not be 
confused (as it was in the letter) with a failure of 
the Code to require all necessary safeguards to 
the public safety. The manufactured building 
program is, | believe, the most closely monitored 
and reviewed segment of the construction 
industry. 


Additionally, the regulations contain provisions 
for “Proprietary Information” which could well 
form the basis of an agreement between the 
architect and the manufacturer and, perhaps, 
help solve some of the other issues raised by 
Papesch Associates.
